tuere is> no greater stickler for iorm and 
appearance on the face" of the earth, or 
at leant the writer hns never been a 
greater. But to come back to our Span- 
iard—huge hempen handkjb incase hia 
»ftcn socklesa feet, hia trousers nre 
hayed and threadbare, his ill-fitting 
tunic hungs limp and loose for want 
of buMons here and there, and his cap, 
if he boasts of one, is flung Crtreleesly 
on the back of his head. Huge woolen 
gloves of a bright green hue, and sad- 
ly in, need of darning, endeavor to con- 
ceal the scanty length of the tunio 
sleeves, but two or three inches of a 
brown, sinewy «:m insist ou peeping 
forth at the least excition. lllsrillc ia 
carried any how—sometimes at the 
trail, sometimes at the slope, and often 
slung behind his back, but always in 
a different position to that of his neigh- 
bor in tho ranks. The order1 is inva- 
riably a struggle, nnd the formation 
Is more easily guessed a* than, identified 
by one accustomed to the sharp, quick 
movement* and btralght serried ranks 
of more disciplined' troops. 


Yet, withal, the Spanish soldier is a 


good fighter, when brought to bay, 
aa many a bloody field has attested. lu 
guerilla warfare his fame is preemi- 
nent, and amidst the great privations he 
bears his hard lot cheerfully and un- 
complainingly. 
Notwithstanding his 


shuffling gait, he never seems to tire on 
th» march, nnd in brief is in many re- 
respects a worthy uudclangerousfoe. On 
the field of Iguulda, one of tho fiercest 
fights of the late Carlist war, a loyal 
regiment that had no choice between 
annihilation and surrender, unhesita- 
ingly chose the former nnd allowed it- 
self to be morcilcsblj'batehcred, though 
not without rendering a good account 
of the enemy, whose victory was pur- 
chased at an enormous sacrifice. 


In the matter of food, the peninsular' 


soldier is easily sails-fled, nnd no grent 
charge on tho commissariat. Twomcala 
a, day suffice him, and those are scanty 
enough. In Home "smart" coips coffee 
and soup are allowed c"nrly in the morn- 
ing, but the average soldier feeds only 
at nine a. m. nncl again at five p. m. 


One and n half pounds of bread, (ukf 


black at that, is the entire ration, al- 
lowed per day by the government. Any 
additional luxuries (save tho mark!) 
must bo purchased out of his own 
packet at the regimen ttilcnntcen, which 
's kept by h civilian, though the prices 
are kept vithin reasonable bounds by 
i regimental committee. The private 
euta little or no meat, especially when 
on active service, and to this is nt- 
iributed tho wonderful recuperative 
lower of Gpunishsold'iers, their wounds 
icaling extremely easily and rapidly. 
)n the march our Don is satisfied with 
i chunk of dry bliiclc bread, a little oil, 
jnd a clove or two of garlic, the whole 
washed down by a modest allowance 
of water. Truly n fighting ration that 
the American coldlcr would find it hard 
o stomach. No wonder the typical 
Spaniard is lenn nnd e\il smelling and 
inwholcsome

Eddy testified that ho had been called to 
attend the man after be took laudanum 
Tbe jury returned a verdict that the man 
oamo to his death by taking an overdose 
of laudanum with suicidal .intent. The 
jury was composed of M. F. Moran, Dr.

H. Kddy, T. 0 Russell and B. W Bark- 
man.
